Upland City Attorney Donald 
Maroney is preparing a city or- 
dinance that would require residents 
to maintain parkways adjacent to 
their homes. 

The City Council had directed 
Maroney to investigate ways of for- 
cing homeowners to maintain 
parkways especially along Mountain 
Avenue which is visible to many 
people driving through Upland to 
Mt. Baldy. 

The council previously had decid- 
ed to form a maintenance district 
and tax residents of each tract for 
parkway maintenance. Maintenance 
cost was estimated at $21 per 
homeowner each year. 

The council reversed that action 
after learning 40-60 homeowners 


parkways adjacent to only five of 
the homes. 

Presently the city require 
developes to maintain parkways for 
two years after development. After 
the first two years. the city takes 
responsibility for watering parkway 
trees. 

The proposed ordinance would 
allow the city to maintain parkways 
whose condition would ‘‘have a 
tendency to depreciate the aesthetic 
and property values of surrounding 
properties,’’ Maroney told council 
members last week. 

He said under the proposed or- 
dinance the city staff would cite 
homeowners for creating a nuisance 
by not maintaining the parkway. If 
the homeowner refuses to correct 
the situation, the city would do the 


homeowner by placing a lein on the 
property. 

The procedure would allow the 
homeowner to appeal the nuisance 
citation to the City Council. 

Maroney told the council most 
homeowners would do the necessary 
maintenance once they had been 
cited by the city. The city won’t be 
deciding parkway nuisances on the 
basis of whether the grass is ‘‘three 
or four inches high but will go after 
the ones that are really blatant in 
depreciating the area,’ Maroney 
noted.

The Upland City Council has op- 
posed the plant, located at 20th Street west of Benson Avenue, as incompati- 
ble with present and planned residential develooment in the area.

The 32 San Gabriel Valley members provide educational 
materials for high schools, sponsor safety seminars, support intercollegiate 
flying, and encourage annual proficiency training for members. 
Scholarships are awarded to members for advanced aeronautical education 
and flying contests. The group also ‘‘airmarks.’’ or numbers buildings and 
landmarks for identification from the air.

Upland animal contro! officers are conducting a door-to-door survey to 
determine if dog owners have licensed their dogs for the current licensing 
period (July 1, 1975-June 30, 1976) and to insure that the animals have had 
rabies vaccinations in accordance with the rabies controls requirements 
People who have not followed the licensing and rabies control laws will be 
subject to a penalty fee and a citation. 

Dog licenses may be obtained at the Upland Police Department, 177 D 
St. 8 a.m.-5 p.m., Monday through Friday. License fees are: $5 for unspayed 
females, $4 for unaltered males, $3 for spayed females, and $2 for altered 
males. At time of license purchase rabies vaccination certificates must be 
presented along with written proof of spaying.

Schooling, government and 
transportation are just three of the 
many differences between Upland 
and Ghana, West Africa, according 
to Freddie Adjei-Asinor 

The American Field Service 
(AFS) exchange student is living 
with Joan and Robert Oyler while he 
attends Upland High School this 
year 

Most Ghanians attend boarding 
schools. Some, like Freddie, start at 
boarding schools when ‘hey are 
small children. 

Freddie said he likes the Ghanian 
system of education better. ‘I’m not 
used to staying at home and going to 
school. I have problems studying in 
the house,”’ he added. 

The Ghanian school day is divided 
into eight periods with a different 
schedule each day. Students take 
general subjects such as language 
rather than electives such as news 
writing, Freddie said. 

All students take English, math 
and science and then choose their 
other subjects from a basic list. 
Freddie said all students attend five 
years of secondary school. Those 
who pass examinations can attend 
an additional two years of school. 

Freddie, who is interested in 
journalism and broadcasting, said 
he hopes to complete college work 
outside of Ghana so he can gain 
international experience before he 
returns to his country to work. 

He attended high school in Accra. 
on the south coast of Ghana, 94 
miles from where his parents live. 
His father is a lumber contractor 
and his mother is a food contractor. 

Freddie’s older sister is a 
midwife, but his younger two sisters 
and three brothers are still in 
school. 

During the school year students 
spend most of their time on studies. 
During vacation periods they visit 
their families and spend their 
recreation time in dancehalls, 
Freddie said. 

Teenagers in Ghana are 
interested in many of the same 


sports as American teenagers are 
Each high school fields a team 
which competes against the other 
schools. The top team represents 
the region in national competition 
Ghana, which has had four 
governments since gaining 
independence in the late 1950s, is 
ruled by a military government 
Freddie said an advisory board of 
civilian and military people, plans 
the daily affairs of the country 
Ghana does not hold elections 
now, but elections were held under 
two previous civilian governments. 
People must be careful to have the 
facts before speaking against 
government policies, he noted. 
Independence is the most 
important event in Ghana’s history, 
Freddie commented. Now Ghana is

He said Independence Day is a big 
holiday for all Ghanians, with a 
military parade and art and musical 
events. All of the people attend the 
holiday events instead of going 
camping like people in the United 
States, he added. 

The attempt to keep old traditions 
is the most interesting thing about 
modern Ghana, Freddie noted 
Former street and town names have 
been changed to reflect Ghana's 
history and the country is trying to 
preserve its cultural heritage. 

“The younger people got into the 
spirit of modernization, but with the 
military government everything is 
changed,’ since the military

Although it can occur at any 
age, it usually shows up 
first at a fairly young age — 
between 25 and 50. 

Of all forms of arthritis, 
rheumatoid arthritis is one 
of the most disabling and 
destructive types. As the 
joints deteriorate, 
permanent deformity may 
develop. The primary 
purpose of treatment is to 
relieve the painful 
symptoms of the disease 
and to hold to a minimum 
the progressive damage to 
joints and surrounding 
tissue. The effectiveness of 
treatment can sometimes 
be difficult to assess since it 
is the nature of rheumatoid 
arthritis to sometimes 
subside spontaneously — 
though usually temporarily 
— from time to time. A 
patient may have a period 
of remission — sometimes 
for a prolonged span of time 
— when the disease seems 
to have gone away. 
Unfortunately, in most 
cases the symptoms 
eventually return. 

To reduce the joint 
inflammation and the 
accompanying pain, the 
doctor may recommend 
aspirin, sometimes in doses 
considerably larger than 
most persons” are

accustomed to. Many other 
anti-inflammatory medica- 
tions are also used, 
including the corticoster- 
oid drugs — cortisone, for 
example. These have been 
very helpful for some 
patients but because of 
their possible adversé side 
effects doctors tend to be 
conservative in prescribing 
them. Antimalarial drugs 
and injections of gold salts 
are often effective, but 
since side effects are a 
hazard with these also, they 
should be closely monitored 
by a physician. There area 
number of new noncorti- 
sone type antiinflamma- 
tory drugs that are just 
being released and hold 
promise for the patient with 
rheumatoid arthritis. 

Rest during the more 
painful episodes is required 
for most patients. Exercise 


and other forms of physical 


therapy are used to keep the 
patient as mobile as 
possible when 
inflammation has subsided. 
Adjustments in occupation 
and recreation are often 
necessary.

Demand for plants suitable for use in containers and 
hanging baskets has increased dramatically in recent 
years, according to Bedding Plants Inc., the 
international association of bedding plant growers. 
Homeowners are not only finding that containers are a 
good way to grow plants in confined spaces but they also 
are finding such plants easier to care for, growers and 


retailers report. 
Vegetables in particular 


are finding their way into 


more backyards through the use of containers such as 


window boxes, tubs, barrels 


, boxes, cans, crates, plastic 


pots and ornamental urns. In a box just two feet square 
by two feet deep it is possible for a home gardener to 
grow four tomato plants staked to a support, each plant 
capable of yielding 25 pounds of fruit during the growing 


season 


Peppers, parsley, cabbage, cucumbers and lettuce also 
are suitable vegetables for container growing. Many 
bedding plant outlets now offer vegetables already 
transplanted into containers. Plants and containers can 
also be purchased seaparately, of course, for those who 
preter a ‘‘do-it-myself’’ project. 


Container Flower Favorites. Among flowers favored 
by homeowners for containers are pansies, petunias, 
French marigolds, wax begonias, impatiens. coleus and 
geraniums.

ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF UPLAND IMPOSING A SALES AND 
USE TAX TO BE ADMINISTERED BY THE STATE BOARD OF 

EQUALIZATION AND PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS 

The City Council of the City of Upland does ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. Sections 2500.1 through Section 2511.22 of the Upland 
Municipal Code are hereby deleted and the following sections are 
substituted therefor : 

PART I — SALES AND USE TAX 
Section 2500.1. SHORT TITLE 
This Part shall be known as the Uniform Local Sales Tax Law 
Section 2500.3. RATE 

The rate of sales tax and use tax hereby levied shall be 1.00%. The tax 

imposed by this part shall be operative on January 1, 1976 
Section 2500.5. PURPOSE 

The City Council hereby declares that this part regarding the sales and 
use tax is adopted to achieve the following, among other, purposes, and 
directs that the provisions hereof be interpreted in order to accomplish 
those purposes 

(a) To adopt a sales and use tax ordinance which cornplies with the 
requirements and limitations contained in Part 1.5 of Division 2 of the 
Revenue and Taxation Code; 

(b) To adopt a sales and use tax ordinance which incorporates provisions 
identical to those of the Sales and Use Tax Law of the State of California 
insofar as those provisions are not inconsistent with the requirements and 
limitations contained in Part 1.5 of Division 2 of the Revenue and Taxation 
Code, 

(c) To adopt a sales and use tax ordinance which imposes a tax and 
provides a measure therefor that can be administered and collected by the 
State Board of Equalization in a manner that adapts itself as fully as 
practicable to, and requires the least possible deviation from the existing 
statutory and administrative procedures followed by the State Board of 
Equalization in administering and collecting the California State Sales and 
Use Taxes, 

(d) To adopt a sales and use tax ordinance which can be administered in a 
manner that will, to the degree possible consistent with the provisions of 
Part 1.5 of Division 2 of the Revenue and Taxation Code, minimize the cost 
of collecting city sales and use taxes and at the same time minimize the 
burden or record keeping upon persons subject to taxation under the 
provisions of this law 

Section 2500.7. CONTRACT WITH STATE 

Prior to the operative date this City shall contract with the State Board of 
Equalization to perform all functions incident to the administration and 
operation of this sales and use tax law, provided, that if this City shall not 
have contracted with the State Board of Equalization prior to the operative 
date, it shall nevertheless so contract and in such a case the operative date 
shall be the first day of the first calendar quarter following the execution of 
such a contract rather than the first day of the first calendar quarter 
following the adoption of this law 

Section 25009. SALES TAX 

For the privilege of selling tangible personal property at retail a tax is 
hereby imposed upon all retailers in the City at the rate stated in Section 
2500.3 of the gross receipts of the retailer from the sale of all tangible 
personal property sold at retail in this City on and after the operative date 

Section 2500.11. PLACE OF SALE 

For the purposes of levying the sales and use tax imposed herein, all 
retail sales are consummated at the place of business of the retailer unless 
the tangible personal property sold is delivered by the retailer or his agent 
to an Out-of-State destination or to a common carrier for delivery to an out- 
of-State “destination. The gross receipts from such sales shall include 
delivery charges, when such charges are subject to the State sales and use 
tax, regardless of the place to which delivery is made. in the event a 
retailer has no permanent place of business in the State or has more than 
one place of business, the place or places at which the retail sales are 
consummated shall be determined under rules and regulations to be 
prescribed and adopted by the State Board of Equalization 

Section 2500.13. USE TAX 
\n excise tax is hereby imposed on the storage, use or other consumption 
in this City of tangible personal property purchased from any retailer on 
and after the operative date for storage, use or other consumption in this 
City at the rate stated in Section 2500.3 of the sales price of the property 
The sales price shall include delivery charges when such charges are 
subject to State sales or use tax regardless of the place to which delivery is 
made 
Section 2500 15. ADOPTION OF PROVISIONS OF STATE LAW 

Except as otherwise provided in this ordinance and except insofar as they 
are inconsistent with the provisions of Part 1.5 of Division 2 of the Revenue 
and Taxation Code, all of the provisions of Part | of Division 2 of the 
Revenue and Taxation Code are hereby adopted and made a part of this 
ordinance as though fully set forth herein 

Section 2500.17, LIMITATIONS ON ADOPTION OF STATE LAW 

In adopting the provisions of Part | of Division 2 of the Revenue and 
Taxation Code, wherever the State of California is named or referred to as 
the taxing agency, the name of this City shall be substituted therefor The 
substitution, however, shall not be made when the word “'State”’ 1s used as 
part of the title of the State Controller, the State Treasurer, the State Board 
of Control, the State Board of Equalization, the State Treasury, or the 
Constitution of the State of California, the substitution shall not be made

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Potential victims of India’s problems 


Rare wildlife in danger 





Some of the world’s most 
rare and ferocious animals 
— the Bengal tiger, Asiatic 
lion, one-horned rhinoceros 
and snow leopard — may 
fall victim to India’s 
crushing food and popula- 
tion problem. 


These powerful creatures 
face extinction unless the 
Indian government acts to 
preserve their habitat and 
conserve their dwindling 
numbers, according to the 
current (September - Oc- 
tober) issue of the 
magazine ‘‘International 
Wildlife, published for its 
members by the National 
Wildlife Federation. 


The key wildlife issue in 
India today is: How can the 


needs of endangered 
species be reconciled with 
the demand for more land 
and living space by an ex- 
ploding Indian population 
that totals 600 million and 
could rach one billion in 25 
years? 

Lecturer writer- 
photographer Hal d. Harri- 
soin searched for the 
answers to that question in 
a five-week tour of India 
with his son George, field 
editor of ‘‘International 
Wildlife.’’ Throughout the 
country they found en- 
couraging signs that the 
government is working to 
save its wildlife, despite the 
overwhelming pressures 
against conservation ef- 
forts. 


‘Nowhere in the world 
are conservation battleline 
between people and wildlife 
so clearly idefined as in In- 
dia today,’ writes the 
senior Harrison in his arti- 
cle. ‘‘Given the magnitude 
of India’s problems, we 
were amazed that so much 
is being done for wildlife, 


and in this context, the In- 
agians work is close to 
miraculous.” 


India has seven national 
parks and more than 140 
wildlife sanctuaries that 
serve as havens for its im- 
periled wildlife. These 
refuges cover roughly 0.4 
per cent of the total Indian

Harrison noted that virtual- 
ly no wild animals are seen 
in India except in the 
refuges. 

Unfortunately, the 
wildlife parks all too fre- 
quently are subjected to a 
range of activities not con- 
ducive to wildlife preserva- 
tion — farming, livestock 
grazing, woodcutting and 
poaching. In addition to the 
already - mentioned 
animals that have suffered 
from this encroachment are 
the wild yak, the gavial (a 
fish-eating crocodile), the 
Siberian white crane and 
the golden langur, a rare 
monkey. 

One Indian official told 
Harrison, ‘‘Our number one 
problem is the destruction 
of wildlife habitat by people 
and cattle. To solve it, we 
must zero in on our sanc- 
tuaries and create more 
national parks where there 
will be absolutely ho ex- 
ploitation.” 

“International Wildlife” 
reports that one Indian 
sanctuary, the Gir Forest in 
northwestern India, 
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represents a microcosm ot 
the country’s wildlife 
problem. In addition to 
wildlife the Gir area houses 
25,000 domestic water buf- 
falo and 6,000 Maldhari 
herdsmen. During mon- 
soons, additional buffalo 
and cattle invade the sanc- 
tuary from neighboring 
areas. The grazing animals 
are depleting the grass 
resources of the refuge, and 
as a result, the sanctuary is 
literally washing away. Ef- 
forts are underway by the 
government to relocate the 
families in the refuge to 
other sites and free more 
land for wildlife. 

Because the Gir Forest is 
the last habitat in the world 
for the Asiatic lion, tourism 
in the area is on the rise. 
Approximately 8,500 
tourists come each year to 
see the lions at the sanc- 
tuary and, Harrison notes, 
the income derived from 
the tourism may help to 
save the lion. In fact, the 
tourism potential of India’s 
wildlife in general may help 
convince the Indian public 
that the effort to preserve 
the country’s wild animals 
is worthwhile. 

The most visible govern- 
ment effort to aid wildlife is 
Project Tiger. It has led to 
greater enforcement of 
animal protection laws and 
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ment has committed $4 
million to the cause and is 
working to expand its park
